As noted previously in the Student Assessment News, all test security incidents should have been
documented in a Test Security Incident Log to be provided to the CSDE at the end of testing. In addition,
test security incidents that required specific actions to be taken regarding the test itself should have
been escalated via the Appeals system in TIDE. Districts should upload only ONE Test Security Incident
Log containing information for all schools. The log should be uploaded by 5 p.m. on Friday, June 26,

2015.
